A secretariat source here said it 
was possible the conference would 
remain In session tor almost three 
additional wecka to rewrite its re- 
port, said now to call for nearly 
(10,000,000,000 in U. S. aid in the 
next four years.

Clayton, U. S. undersecretoi? ot 
state for economic affairs, told the 
conference executive committee 
Wednesday night he found the re- 
port "too IndlgesUble" In Its current 
form and objected to the method of 
presenting statlsUcs.

Hospital Head Says Boost iii 
Rentals Reflects High Costs 



The recently-announced Increase 
in rentals at the Twin Palls county 
general hospital Is a direct result ot 
the upward trend In prices and op- 
erating expenses, and the rental 
method of keeping pace with this 
rise in coats was decided upon as 
the fairest method to avoid placing 
the entire burden on taxpayers, 
SupL Evert B. Moody pointed out 
nrldoy in clarifying the situation. 

Superintendent Moody explained 
that, on the basis of last year's op- 
cntJon, there were 30.000 patient 
days at the hospital, and that the 
one mill tax levy produces RS.OOO 
or SQ cents per patient day. The 
overoge patient rental was tS£0 per 
day, which, plus the SO .cents, per 
day, totals 16,40 as Income from both 
sources. This proved Inadequate, 
however. In the toes of 10,73 per pO' 



increases In prtees, wages, and other 
necessities. 

Tbo current rental Increase was 
•1.50 per bed, raising the rental for 
residents from tS-SO to tT per day 
ond from tOM to ts for non-resi- 
dents in words. Private rooms hove 
been increased from %iM to 110 
per day for resident patients and 
moB WSO to $11 per day lor non- 
resident*. 



Superintendent Moody pointed out 
that the hospital is not immune tc 
the same economic farces now Im' 
pinging upon private individuals 
and businesses, which result in 
what is commonly termed the "So- 
cent dollar." Not only on equip- 
ment, food and other operating costs 
higher, but It has been necessary 
to increase wages of employes, who 
in turn are faced by high living 
coals. 

The ofllclal added that In general, 
woge and salary Increases among' 
patients are higher, making them 
better able to pay the higher rental 
now in effect for hospital space 
ond care. 

Members ot the hospital board 
have also pointed out that, although 
the financial statement shoiva the 
situation Is operating tmder the 
hudget.-thls-budg e t repr es ents only 
o control as to Umltotion of what 
the hospital oould spend if the 
money were available. It does nbt 
indicate that any large reserve 
tsts. they continued. 

Also the management colled ot- 
tentlon to tho fact that the cost of 
ward beds Is in step with the pre- 
vailing wage scale, wtilch was pre- 
viously about t4,A0 per day but now 
has risen to about 17 per day..

WALLACE'S CHANGE OF HEART 

In hla Labor day speech In Detroit, Henry 
A. Wallace had this to any: "We must replace 
the school of scarcity economics, which de- 
stroys effective price control In time of 
shortases; which limits Investment from 
laiilc of self-confidence, which develops a 
foreign policy based on the needs of reac- 
tionary capitalists rather than the needs of 
the nation." 

Mr. Wallace might have trouble In proving: 
the contention which forms the last part of 
that'sentence, and which parrots the Moscow 
propaganda line. But he docs seem to be on 
solid ground when he attaclcs the "school of 
scarcity economics." And to some who re- 
member him as secretary of agriculture back 
In the middle 30's, it may come as a surprise 
to learn of this apparent change of hearL 

For It was Mr. Wallace, we seem to recall, 
who ordered the slaughter of the little pigs. 
It was Mr. Wallace who espoused the Idea of 
telling farmers how much they could grow, 
and of paying them for not growing any 
more. It was Mr. Wallace who was, without 
. doubt, the dean of the faculty Iq that school 
of scarcity economics. 

But now some of the wicked capitalists are 
accused of doing, In the production of durable 
goods. Just what Mr. Wallace did some years 
ago In the production of food-llmltlng out- 
put. In order to keep prices up. And suddenly 
Mr. Wallace finds this to be a very evil and 
unsound practice. 

He will find a good many supporters of his 
present views. And h<t will also find soma 
who will go a step further and condemn the 
labor union practice of feather-bedding as 
an evU and unsound practice, and for pre- 
cisely the same reason. 

We don't know how t'rue the' accusations 
of this Labor day speech may be. The steel 
Industry, principal target of the charges, says 
that It Is slmp^ swamped with a backlog of 
orders for its basic product, and that it Is 
spending' hundreds of millions this year for 
Improvements and expansion of productive 
capacity. A federal reserve statement says 
that American industry, as a whole, la plow- 
ing bade 70 per cent of \ta protlta and poylnt 
30 per cent as dividends. 

Wherever the truth may lie, Mr. Wallace's 
Implication that an economic system of scar- 
city Is official Washington policy doesn't 
square with the facts. Wl^°u^ being quite 
Xorthright enough to say so. Mr. Wallace 
seems intent on uniting the farm and labor 
vote in a tight against our present economic 
system— or against what he calls "reactionary 
capitalism," which he charges "owns" both 
major parties. 

It Mr. Wallace has lost faith In the econ- 
omic system baaed on private capital it would 
be well for the sake of his present and future 
Xollowera if he would say so frankly. It he 
feels that scarcity economics Is endangering 
the country's welfare, he might declare war 
on it all down the line. 

As it Is, he seems Intent on doing the coun- 
try a disservice, as well as fostering his own 
ambitions, by dividing, confusing and embit- 
tering a segment of the American people u 
a prelude to possible political action. 



THEY HAVE GONE TOO FAR 
Back during the days when the Wagner att 
was giving American Industry a bad time, the 
lop-sided regulations favoring labor came In 
for a lot of criticism, to be sure. But there 
was never any indication on the part of 
American industrialists that they would 
openly defy the Wagner act. In tact, they 
wouldn't have gotten to first base if they 
had tried. 

But now that public sentiment has changed 
in the United Btate^ and a new congress, re- 
flecting that sentiment, has enacted the 
Taft-Hartley law, it's a different story. The 
labor leaders have practically served notice 
upon the U. 8. government and the American 
people that they will not observe the new 
law. They have been openly brawn in their 
defiance of the Taft-Hartley law, with the 
Implication that they could muster enough 
votes to have their way in all future elections. 

How that they have Just lost out in an 
election in Pennsylvania, It remains to be 
seen Just how far they will continue to go in 
challenging government itself. 

Franklin H. Llchtenwalter, strong sup- 
porter of the Taft-Hartley legislation, was 
elected to Pennsylvania's eighth district seat 
in congress, beating down the opposition of 
organized labor which campaigned for His 
opponent, who advocated repealing the law. 
, Thli would indicate that the labor barons 
do not command the strength they pretend 
to have; that many leaders within the 
ranks of organised labor do not "share their 
leaders' contempt tor labor legislation, and 
that the people,*atter all, are more Interested 
in preserving the American concept of law 
and order, than in giving in to any group that 
■would place itseU ahead of ourgovemment

John Ik Lewla what ha calla "the (Inast contract In 
labor history" thus (orclng compeUtora and ataat tisen 
to swing aboard the merry -go-round. 

RetaUera: "Hieir Washington lobby lad tha (Ight (or 
repeal ot (ederal raaarv e rtgulatloos regarding credit 
and instalment buying. Thus, at a time ot acardty. 
they helped to appbr new and advance buying prassura 
against a thin market. 

Labor: The workers are generally branded as the 
vlllslna ot tha InllaUon drama. By demanding the 
same amount at take-home pay, a deceptive term in 
view ot higher living coats, which tbey T*calvad during 
the war. they won ahorlar houra at thasame pay scale. 
This meana leaa production In many Itnea and higher 
prices. 

Consumera: Ttiey have bought Indiscriminately to 
aaUsfy long overdue v.-ants. have' gone Into debt or 
used up savings against a rainy day, often for aeml- 
luxuries, and aaem to believe that "happy daya" win 
last forerer. 

Iha wrttar doaa not mean to auggeat that these are 
his concluslona, or that he agreea with an at tham. 
But they rvpraaent the considered ^ldgment ot marv 
cxperu who ara supposed to know what u wrong with 
our economlo system and machinery and how to 
remedy It.

Kahn profassea 
to have made a 
competent study 
ot hU subject, but 
nowhere in hU 
eulofftes does ha 
report that Frank 
smatra was ar- 
rested on Nov. 34, 
1D33. charged with 
a sexual ollense. 
He does tell us 
that Sinatra's In- 
come la somewhat 
more or less than 
a miUioa dollars a year, out 
which, it might be noted, be could 
distribute, say, SSOOflOO aa k deducti- 
ble business expense to atlmuUte 
favorable publicity ar>d to suppress 
unfavorable Inlormatlon. 

Kahn writes also that, accoe ol 
Btnatra'j public earnestly believe 
that hU bhthday Is second In Im- 
portance to only that of Jer- 
Chiist. 

Slnatra'a publicity has been 
phenomenon of propaganda. Ahnoet 
all ot U since his involvement In 
ta-o unpleasant eplsodeo lait winter 
has been complimentary. And most 
o( it has been absolutely gratuitous, 
unjustified by any city desk ncv,s 
standard. 
■ Doubtless much ol It haa been free 
propaganda in the nature o( public 
mash-notra trom Jdeologlans of the 
(ar led who have thus repaid Sin- 
atra (or his pretentious "aervlcca" 
to some ol tbeir poIlUcal proJecU. 

Mr. Kahn did his pralselul cssayi 
originally (or the New Yorker, but 
he got a lot or other mileage out of 
his stories. Much o( the aame ma- 
terial has later appeared In book 
(orm, in a digest publication and In 
one o( the weekly picture-books. 

Nevertheltas, this noted authority 
on Sinatra (ailed to tell u« that on 
Nov. as. IBM. In the criminal Judi- 
cial district court of Bergen county. 
N. J.. Prank Sinatra. Hoboken, waa 
charged wKh seducing, on a prem- 
ise to marry, a young woman "ol 
good repute for chastity, whereby 
she became pregnant." 

Sinatra was released on ItJSOO 
bell provided by the Peerless Cos- 
ualty cpmpany. ol Hackensack, and 
the 'complaint was withdrawn on 
Dec 7. Two weeks Uter Sinatra was 
arrested again, charged, this time, 
with adultery with the aame girl, 
now described as a married woman. 
The case was referred to the grand 
Jury, which found no bill. It waa 
then dismissed. 

Sinatra waa about 33 years old at 
the time, "niis age confllcU with the 
account* ot hli propagandists, but 
It la consistent wlth-the age which 
he stated on the official passenger 
list ot the Pan-American airways 
last Feb. 11, when he (lew (rom 
Miami to Havana wlUi the FlschetU 
brothers. Joe and Rocco, o( Chlcagi 
Sinatra waa not merely a passenger 
on the ume plane with the TlKhet- 
tU. Ha was with them. 



coenmon with tha' Capona gang. On 
this passenger-list, Slnatra'a age Is 
given as 30. He waa iwt famoui or 
wealthy in 1038. ao the suggestion o( 
blackmail Is not aa peixuaslve as It 
might btf had tbo troutrie with the 
girl occurred' In the UtOa. 

Mr. Kahn la only one o( many 
writers. Including tdght dub, radio 
and movie oolumniiits ot New York 
and Hollywood, who have mmimlsed 
Incidents orf Slnatra'a career which 
other persona might have viewed 
with severity. 

Dozens ot these "Interpreters" and 
propedandlsta purport to be auth- 
oriUet on the peraonal hliCories o( 
all such "eelebritlea." Uany ot them 
draw outlandish salaries aa "re- 
porters." But not one o( them hss 
ever reported thla episode, the most 
dramatic In Sinatra's lUe. 

Mr. Kahn ooncedea that Sinatra 
haa "several (riends who, whUo not 
precisely desperadoa. are fairly 
rough-and-tumble Individuals."

For U. B. No. 1 quality, 
they will range from «t.03 to IIJSO 
per hundred pounds. 

Dealer loons on lM7-late-crop 
potatoes will be mode only to deal- 
en and prtxlucen associations hold- 
ing active dealer agreements ap- 
proved t>y the commodity credit 
corporation, and who agree to buy 
and sell only eligible potatoes from 
eligible growers. 

Higher Orade* Only 

Loans will be made only on higher 
grades of potatoes. 

The loans will be available from 
Bcpt. IS to Dec. IS, except In stales 
where the state production and 
marketing administration commit- 
tees may set an earlier terminal 

lie. 

The loons will bear three per 
cent interest and wlU mature on 
demand, but not hiter tlian April 30.
